Procedure for restoration of property . - ( 1) A person applying for ros 
toration of evacuee property shall state in the application the names of the 
persons juterested in the property sought to be restored and the facts on 
which the claim for restoration is bagad . 

( 2 ) The applioation shall be verified in the same manner as a plaint under 
the Code of Civil Procedure 1908 . 

(8 ) The application shall be aroompanied by a certificate from the Central 
Government or an authorised person as provided in the Proviso to sub -section 
( 1) of Section 10 . 

( 4 ) A notice of the application shall be given to the party or parties named 
therein and any other person who may otherwise appear to the Custodian to .

(4 ) The Custodian shall cause a notice in Form No. 7 be served on the 
trengferor or transferee as the case may be , and may further cause simi 
lar notice to be served on any person whom the Custodian considers to be 
interested in or likely to be affected by, the result of the application . 

(6 ) A public notice shall also be published in a daily newspaper at the 
expense of the applicant. 

(6 ) If any application referred to in gub -rule (1 ) ik pending on the date these 
Rules came into force , the applicant may within thirty days from such date 
or within such period as the Custodian ray by order specify , amend his appli 
cation so as to bring it in conformity with these Rules and may also make up 
the deficiency if any , in the Fee leviable on such application : 

Provided that the Custodian on sufficient cause being shown may extend 
the period prescribed by this sub - rule . 

(7) In case the applicant fails to amend the application in accordance with 
sub -rulo (6 ) the Custodian may disinise the application or proceed to decide 
it on the materials before him .

In case of agricultural land , attuchment shul bo effected by serving on the 
person interested prohibitory order as provided above , and by proclaiming 
the fact of attachment by beat of drum in the revenue estate in which such 
land is situated . Intimation about the attachment may also be sent to the 
Collector of the District in which the land is situated . 

(2 ) Attachment of movable property capable of immediato physical posses 
sion shall be effected by actual seizure of such property . Where , however , 
the property to be attached does not admit of such possession it may be 
attached in any manner provided in Order XXI, Rules 44 to 49 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure 1908 according as the nature of the property may permit . In 
case of property attached by means of actual seizure , the Custodian may make 
such order is he thinks just and conveniont for its custody . Where , however , 
the property seized is subject to speedy und natural decuy , or when the expense 
of keeping it in custody is likely to exceed its value , he may sell it at once . In 
guch a case, the sale proceeds shall be treated as the property attached .

( 3 ) Where the movable property attached consists of cash or ornaments or 
other valuables, the Custodian may make such order as he thinks fit for its 
preservation during the intervening period . 

(4 ) Where , the movable property attached consists of merchandise or 
stock -in -trade, the Custodien shall without any unreasonable delay, if possible 
and convenient cause an inventory of the goods attached to be made and also 
have an estimate made of their approximate value . Where it is not possible 
or convenient to have an inventory for the goods prepared, the Custodian may 
only have them evalued . In such cases the Custodian shall make over the 
goods to the person claiming title thereto or found in possession thereof on 
his furnishing security for their estimated value . 

(6 ) Where the property to be attached is a business , the Custodian may 
call upon the person in possession of the business establishment to furnish 
security for its estimated income for a poriod of one year or such lesser period 
as he deems fit and on such person furnishing security shall allow him to 
continue the business . 

In case of the expiration of the period of one year before the conclusion of 
the onquiry , tho Custodian may ask for security for a further period . The 
business premises may be sealed if the required security i8 not furnished 
within the period specified by the Custodian and may be banded over to & 
caretaker on his furnishing the requisite security . . 

(6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Rule no business or resi 
dential premises shall be kept under seal for any period beyond that which is 
strictly necessary . 

22 . Olaims by third parties . (1 ) Any person claiming the right to receive 
any payment from arry evacuee or from the property of such evacuee , whether 
in re -payment of any loan advanced or otherwise , may present & petition to 
the Custodian for registration of his claim . Such application shall be signed 
and verified by the claimant in the same manner as a plaint is required to be 
signed and verified under the Code of Civil Procedure 1908 . 

(2 ) On receipt of such application the Custodian where he finds the claim 
to be supported : 

(8 ) by a deorse of a competent Court, or 
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(b ) by a registered deed executed and registered before 14th August , 1947, 

or by a registered deed executed and registered after such date 

but confirmed by the Custodian : 
and if he is satisfied that the claim has not been satigfied either wholly or 
in part, may register the claim or buoh part thereof as has not yet been satis 
tod . He may also register & claim proved to have been soknowledged in writing 
by the evacuee himself before 1st March , 1947, on being satisfied that suob 
claim has not been satisfied . In all other cases he shall direct the claimant to 
establish his claim in a Civil Court . 

(8 ) The mere registration of a claim shall not entitle the claimant to pay 
ment and the Custodian may for reasons to be recorded refuse payment. 

(4 ) No debt inourred by the evacuee before the property vested in the Cus 
todian shall be paid without the sanction of the Central Government or 
Custodian General. 

Explanation . Nothing in this rule shall debar the Custodian from moeting 
the day to day expenses incurred in the management of evacuee property and 
auch expenses may be paid without sanction , Sanction of the Central Govern - 
ment or the Custodian General is also not required to the discharge by the Cus 
todian of the legitimate obligation and liabilities incurred in the ordinary course 
of business of a trading concern carried on by the Custodian whether such 
liabilities and obligations are incurred before or after the vesting of the 
business in the Custodian . 

28 . Management of Trust Propert168 . - Trust properties may be managed by 
the Custodian in the same manner as other evacuee property , but in case of 
public trust of religious or charitable nature , recourse may be had to section 92 
of the Code of Civil Procedure 1908 , if the circumstances so require . 

24 . Lollos of Evacuee Property . – Any evacuee property may be leased out 
by the Custodian for 8 period not exceeding the period specified in any general 
or special directions issued by or under the authority of the Central Government. 

25 . Method of payment of amounto due to the Custodian , - ( 1) Rents, 
rates, lease money , sale proceeds and other amounts payable to the Custodian 
in respect of evacuee property under the Act or under these Rules shall be 
tendered in cash or by postal money order to the Cashier in the office of the 
Custodian or to any other person who may be authorised by the Custodian in 
this behalf to receive such money . 

(2) The person receiving the money on behalf of the Custodian shall issue 
& receipt in Form No. 8 . Receipts issued by the person making realisation on 
behalf of the Custodian on the spot shall , however , be prepared in Form No. 9 
by carbon process by using double-sided carbon paper. 

(8 ) Crossed cheques may , at the discretion of the Custodian be accepted . 
In case of out- station cheques , the amount on Account of bank commission 
should also be added to the amount due to the Custodien . No receipt for any 
cheque shall be valid discharge of any liability unless the cheque is cashed . 

28 . Administration and other charges . - (1) A fee equivalent to 10 per cent. 
of gross realisations made from evacuee property shall be charged as adminis 
tration charges from the date on which the property is taken over by the 
Custodian . 

Explanation . --- This sub -rule applies to part C States oply , 

( 2) A fee equivalent to 10 % of gross realisation made from evacuee property 
shall be charged on account of maintenance and normal repairs from the date 
on which the property is taken over by the Custodian . 
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(8 ) In addition to normal repairs the Custodian may also spend Buch amounts 
on special repairs to the property as are sanotioned by the Central Government 
or the Custodian General. Such expenditure on special repairs will in the first 
instance be met out of the income of the property and if there is not gufficient 
Income, it will be debited against the capital value of the property . 

27 . Administration charges for movable property . - (1) When any movablo 
oveouoe property is returned under Section 16 or is otherwise released , adminis . 
tration oharges equivalent to 10 % of the aggesged value of the property shall be 
charged over and above other charges which have been actually inoured on 
maintenanoe , repair , transport or storage of the same. 

(2) This rule applies to Part C States only . 

28 . Manner of service or publication of notice , summons ar ordor. - Service 
or publication of any notice , bummons or order under the Act or under these 
Rules shall be effeoted in one or more of the following modes namely :

29 . Reference to & Olvil Court under section 18 .- The Custodian may refer 
the applicant to & Civil Court for the determination of his claim and title to 
the property where there is more than one olaiment or where the matter is 
complicated and it is not in the interests of the parties to have the necessary 
adjudication in & summary enquiry . 

80 . Examination of witnesses . - - The Custodian shall be entitled to issue 

commission for recording statement on oath of any person , ag provided in 
Order XXVI of the Code of Civil Procedure. 

81. Appeals, Review and Rovlalong. – ( 1) All appeals under the Act shall , 
when they lie to the Distriot Judge nominated in this behalf or the Custodian , 
be filed within thirty days of the date of the order appealed against and when 
they lie to the Custodian General, within sixty days of such date . 

( 2 ) The petition of appeal shall be presented in person or through a legal 
practitioner or a recognised agent when the appeal lies to the Custodian or 
& specially nominated District Judge. Where an appeal lies to the Custodian 
General the petition of appeal may be sent by registered post. 

(8 ) Every petition shall state suocinotly the grounds on which the order 
appealed from is attached and shall be accompanied by a copy of suob order 
unless the appellate authority dispenges with such copy . 

(4 ) Except as otherwise expressly provided in the Act or in these Rules , 
the procedure laid down in Order XLI of the Code of Civil Procedure 1908 
shall , so far as applicable , apply to the hearing and disposal of appeals under 
the Act . 

(0 ) Any petition for revision when made to the Custodian shall ordinarily 
be filed within thirty deys of the order sought to be revised , while & petition 
for revision when made to the Custodian General shall ordinarily be made 
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within sixty days of such date. The petition shall be presented in the same 
manner as a petition of appeal when it is made to the Custodian but it may be 
sent by registered post when made to the Custodian General. The petition 
shall be accompanied by a copy of the order sought to the revised and when 
made to the Custodian General by also & copy of the original order unless the 
Revising authority dispenses with the production of any such copy . 

(6 ) An application for review of any order may be made within thirty days 
of the date of such order and shall be presented either in perdon or through 
& legal practitioner or a recognised agent , 

( 7) The provisions of Sections 4 , 5 and 12 of the Indian Limitation Act of 
1908 , shall , so far as they are applicable, apply in computing the period of 
limitation provided in this rule . 

(8 ) A notice of any appeal, revision or review may be given , in addition to 
the person concerned , to any other person who , in the opinion of the authority 
hearing the appeal, the revisioni or the review , may be interested in the same. 

(0 ) Any authority hearing any appeal or an application for revision may 
admit additional evidence before its final disposal or may remand the case for 
admission of additional evidence and report, or for a fresh decision , as such 
authority may deem fit.

(ii) A recept and expenditure account of immovable property shall be 
maintained in Form No. 18 for rocording complete details of receipts and pay 
ments of all evacuee immovable p operty other than agricultural land , and it 
bhall also show , the name of the owner , full specifications of property and 
assessed rent recoverable in respect of each item Particulars of factories and 
workshops shall be rocorded in a soparnte register in the same form . A separate 
account of receipts and expenditure shall be maintained in Form No. 17 in 
respeot of Agricultural property The entries in the registers shall be attested 
by the officer checking them .

A certificate to the effect that 
all recoverable demends of the year havo been noted in the registers and that 
the balances hayn been correctly carried forward to the succee ling year s l O . 
gisters shall be recorded at the end of each register by a responsible officer. 

( xi) A statement showing demands to the end of the previous month , re 
coveries nada during the current month and the out -standing balances shall be 
forwarded to the Ministry of Rehabilitation , Government of In lin , through the 
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Custodian General not later than the 15th day of the succeeding month and 
enuses of arreers if any and steps taken to clear them shall be explained in the 
statement. 

(xii) A cash book in Form No. 25 shall be maintained to show all transac 
tions of recipts and puyinents relating exclusively to evacuce property. 
Amounts received or paid on account of evacuee property shall be entered in 
the cash book on th , dates on wh‘ch they are received or pail. The cash book 
shall be closed claily and tho enties therein sliall be checked and initialled 
daily by the Custodian or an authorized Gazetted Officer. Cash in hand shall 
be deposite 1 promptly into the Treasury . The cush in hand shall be verified 
at the end of tach mouth by the Custodian or by any other Gazetted officer 
nominated by him for the purpose and he shall record a signed and dated 
certificate to this effect in the cash book , In nddition , surprise checks shall 
be male frequently at irregular intervals . The balance in the treasury column 
of the Cusi book , ut the end of each month , shall be reconciled with tha 
balance blown in the Trensury pass book , 

40 All receipts relating to evacuee property shall, as a generul rule , be 
credited into the Treasury to a Personal Deposit account opened in the name 
of the Custodiuu of Evacuee Property or other officer authorized by Govern . 
ment in this buhalf , This deposit account shall be designated “ Deposits of 
Custodians of Eyacuee Property ” and shall be opened under Section " P – Depo 
mits and Alvances - -Civil Deposits Personal Deposits " in the Central Section 
of the accounts . The total of the ledger balance as extracted in Form No . 28 
shall be reconciled with the total of the bulance in the cash and treasury 
columns of the cash book . If there is any differenca it shall be investigated 
and reconciled . (seu also note to rule 45 .)
